Sir Oswald Mosley Is nursing "a 
concussion and a punctured wound 
of the skull,” in a Liverpool hos­

movement of British 
Fascism Is experiencing a down­ 
ward slide. 
Twice 
in 
recent 
weeks, Sir 
Oswald’s Sunday 
dem onstrations 
ended when hostile mobs composed 
Of anti-Fascists of many political 
shades broke up his m arch 
and 
battled police trying to protect the 
Mosleyites. 
On Sunday, Oct. 4, huge London 
crowds erected barricades in the 
path of the projected route of the 
Fasicts’ march. 
Ju st as fast as 
police 
cleared the 
streets, new 
barricades sprang up. Finally, Sir 
Oswald’s speech was drowned out 
by a trrific din on the p art of the 
hostile crowds. 
Stoned by Crowd 
On Oct. l l Mosley put 
on 
a 
dem onstration in Liverpool. 
Just 
as he had mounted a truck 
to 
m ake an address, a hostile crowd 
of 8,000 charged his followers and 
a stone struck him into unconsci­ 
ousness. He was “rescued” by the 
police. 
Mosley 
Is the 
latest of 
the 
would-be dictators to experience a 
resurgent democratic tide. Actu­ 
ally, his fortunes had been on the 
decline for some time. During a 
Southampton demonstration 
held 
by Mosley last July, a stone struck 
him below the eye injuring 
him 
slightly. 
Recently rumors have 
been current in England th at Sir 
Oswald was tired of leading the 
hopeless 
cause 
of the British 
Fascists and was going to retire 
to his country estate. 
Rarely has there been a political 
leader with a more 
promising 
career 
than 
Mosley. 
Endowed 
with riches, 
good 
looks and 
a 
m agnetic 
personality, he seemed 
headed for the highest 
offices— 
only to fizz out like a meteor. The 
fact Is th at 
Mosley 
committed 
blunder after blunder, hurting his 
own cause more than any of his 
foes. 
The scion of one of the proudest 
aristocratic families in Britain, Sir 
Oswald was just another playboy 


and Mosley began to 
experience 
an adverse tide. 
On top of growing adversities, 
Lady Cynthia died in May, 1933. 
leaving to her husband their three 
children and her fortune. 
Immediately 
rival 
Fascist 
groups began a violent campaign 
against Sa* Oswald. They inform ­ 
ed the public that his late wife's 
grandfather had been of 
Jewish 
blood. 8lr Oswald, 
embarrassed, 
made it a rule to answer question­ 
ers: “My wife was of Dutch de­ 
scent.” 
Soon he himself adopted an an­ 
ti-Semitic program. Next he or­ 
ganized invasions of the 
Jewish 
and working class sections of Lon­ 
don. Frequent street battles took 
place in October. 1936. As the re­ 
sult of these outbreaks the B rit­ 
ish government decided to ban all 
politicaI uniforms. 
Uniform Ban Hurts 
Thus, as the m yth of Fascism is 
based on the spell em anating from 
a uniform, the death knell for 
Mosley’s 
movement was sounded 
by this ban. When, for the first 
time after the uniform ban, the 
Mosleyites demonstrated in Mufti, 
they were simply laughed at by 
the London crowds.

She in turn 
was a daughter of Levi Z. Leiter, 
the Chicago millionaire.

MacDonald had made him chancel­ 
lor of the Duchy of Lancaster in 
his Labor cabinet. And soon Sir 
Oswald launched upon solving the

British politics. Since his schemes 
invariably involved the outlay of 
huge funds, they were promptly 
rejected. 
New P arty Faits 
In disgust Mosley quit the La­ 
bor cabinet, Then, in

MacDonald government fell and 
in the ensuing elections, Sir Os­ 
wald appeared with a brand new 
party all of his own, the 
“New 
Party.” Its program was neither 
very clear nor did it prove popu- 
i lar. At the polls, it turned out to 
| be a failure. As a result, Sir Os­ 
wald soon became convinced that 
his future was not within parlia­ 
ment, but outside of It.

flour, lard, and 
a mixture of all the salts which 
ought to be found in their food, 
and given only water to drink, 
they starve to death. 
If, however, 
instead of water they are given 
milk to drink, they keep in good 
health. 
The element in the milk 
which keeps the animals alive oc­ 
curs in the whey. There is an un­ 
known substance in milk which, 
even in small quantities, is of par­ 
amount importance to nutrition." 
This was one of the first state­ 
ments, and I think the first clear 
and definite statement, about the 
substances we now call the vita­ 
mins. 
Investigation into their na­ 
ture has gone ahead with great ra­ 
pidity. 
In 1912 Funk created the name 
"Vitamins’’ and thought that there 
were four—one was an antineu­ 
ritic vitamin which we now call 
B l; one an anti-scurvy vitamin, 
one an anti-pellagra and probably. 


he said, an anti-rickets. 
I find in a late book on the sub­ 
ject by Leslie J. Harris that he is 
listing Vitamins A, B, B2, C, D, E, 
K, H and P, and also says that 
there are three B2 vitamins. 
(So 
when you say “Vitamin B”, you 
have to specify whether you mean 
Bl, B2, B3, B4 or B5.)

the new vitamins are not well es­ 
tablished to have any particularly 
definite action.

The existence of Vitamin K is 
postulated on the basis that some 
herbivorous foods, notably clover, 
will cure and prevent spontaneous 
hemorrhages, and it may be that 
we need the substance K in our 
diet in order that our small blood 
vessels, the capillaries, do not leak, 
producing hemorrhages under the 
skin, a disease known as purpura. 
The

about 
these new researches is that we 
are probably still largely in the 
dark as to all the elements that 
are required for a balanced diet. 
I spoke yesterday about the use 
of vitamin concentrates, and it is 
true that we can make a mixture 
which will give us enough of Vit­ 
amins A, B, C, D and E for a daily 
ration, but the joker in that is that 
we do not know how many vita­ 
mins yet undiscovered we are leav­ 
ing out of this concentrated mix­ 
ture. 
It is still better to go on 
cating a mixed diet which has been 
determined for us by thousands of 
years of trial and error.
